liath. He was born at Hale, im Lan- 
vashire,in B578, and was as remarka 
ble for his strength as his height. 
Iie was introduced to James the 
First. 

The Emperor Maximilhan, A. D. 
235, was eight feet and a-halfin height; 
he was in addition, of most extraordi- 
nary bulk; the bracelets of his wife 
served him for a thamb ring, and his 
shoe was longer by a fvot than that 
of any ordinary man. 

Patrick Cotter, the
